| land Of Majorca 

Almonds have a prominent place 
on the table, but few people realize 
the great trouble taken in their culti- 
ivation, They are the most important 
‘crop of the island of Majorca, where 
'many varieties are cultivated, and the 
industry is so prosperous that as old 
olive trees die they are replaced by 
almonds.

The Federal Department claims 
these are taxable, and is demanding 
hat the pools pay up for all collec- 
tlons made since their inception.

Farmers Account Book 


|A Useful Little Account Book For 
| Farmers 

Farm surveys have shown that 
| very few farmers follow a systematic 
|method of farm accounting. ‘This 
imay, in the past, have been due to a 
jlack of suitable simple forms or ac- 
count books for the purpose, There 
;are today a number of simple books 
jissued which are a great help to the 
‘farmer in this important matter, 
|arming is a business, and if it does 
not pay the farmer should know why 
(ay does not pay. Some record of re- 
ceipts and expenses, together with an 
inventory (a list with values of live- 
lanai feed, implements, etc. on 
hand), taken at the beginning and 
|the end of the farmers’ year, must be 
‘kept if he is to find out why it doesn’t 
;pay. Keep a record of each depart- 
|ment of your farm business. Find out 
how much you are making from euch, 
and if any are not paying. 

| A simple and yet very useful little 
| wecount book for farmers has been 
‘Issued by the Dominion experimental 
farms. This may be procured from 
(the publications branch, department 
‘of agriculture, Ottawa, for the nom- 
\inal charge of ten cents, This little 
‘book while simple, is a great step in 
ladvance of keeping no accounts 
| hatever. Now is a good time to taka 
{an inventory and start keeping ac- 
| counts.

The first settlers in Canada took an 
immediate liking for the Indian's ma- 
ple sugar.

ple could be educated to do the same 

The share of the Empire overseas 
in the supply of eggs and poultry to 
the United Kingdom is but small com- 
pared with the imports from foreign 
countries. About 20 per cent. of the 
imports of eggs and 31 per cent. of 
those of poultry come from the Irish 
Free State, but all the other parts of 
the Empire contribute only 3 per cent 
of the table poultry. ‘It is therefore 
evident,” the committee, ‘that 
there is room for voluntary prefer- 
ence in favor of Empire eggs and 
poultry.”” Moreover the rate of con- 
sumption of eggs per head of popula- 
tion is given as follows: Canada, 887; 
Belgium, 213; United 180;

Getting Ready To 
Plant Strawberries 


Operation Should Be Carried 
Early In the Spring 

When strawberries are planted in 
the spring the operation should be 
carried out just as soon as the soil 
jis dry enough to work. The later 
planting is left, the less are the 
chances of success. In a bulletin on 
the ‘Cultivation Of the Strawberry,” 
availbale at the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
the necessity of having the soil in 
jfirst class condition before commenc- 
ing planting is emphasized. After the 
|disk and levelling harrows Qave been 
| passed over light loamy soils it will 
be sufficient to roll the Jand before 
marking, but if the soil is at all in- 
clined to lumpiness, it 1s a good prac- 
tice to go over it with a planker he- 
fore marking. Too much stress cannot 
be laid on the importance of prevent- 
ing drying out of the roots before 
planting .The strawberry plants are 
very subject to heating and if left in 
the bundle for a few days the roots 
are likely to die from this cause. 
When received, the plants should be 
opened up and if the roots are dry 
they should be well soaked with wa- 
ter before heeling in until they can 
be planted. When the plants are tak- 
en to the fleld they should be exposed 
to the sun as little as possible and 
planted promptly,

To Market Demands 
Says Langley 
Denmark has many things to teach 
the Canadian Warmer, the chief of 
Which is adaptation of production to 


market demands, according to George | 


Langley, who recently addressed the 
People’s Forum, Regina, on “ Den- 
mark As a Trade Competitor With 
“Canada.” Mr, Langley has only re- 
cently returned from a trip with the 
Canadian Fariners' Party to England 
and Denmark, 

“We must Jearn from the Danes,” 
he said, ‘not to produce on our farm 
what we particularly like to produce, 
but to study the market and 
concentrate on those things 
are actually most wanted. In no oth- 
way can we ever hope to become 
real competitors in butter and bacon 
with the Danes in the British 
ket.” ‘ 

Mr. Langley pointed ont that the 
Danish agricultural high schools turn
